WHEREAS, the 0ity Council of the Oity of Austin, pursuant to the terms of
Seotion 30 of the Zoning Ordinance of the 0ity of Auaéin. has referred to the Zoning
Board of Adjustment for its consideration a petition of Ur. W. T. Caswell requesting
a ochange 1in the Use and Height and Area designation of the northeast portion of
Blook O, Buddington Additilon, uhtch‘xronerty fronts 136.3 feet on West 75th Street
and 154 feet on Fruth Street, from "A" Residence Distriot and Pirst Height and Area
Distriot to "(O" Commercial Diatriot and Second Height and Area District; and

WHEREAS, the Board of AdJustment held & public hearing on this petition on
Auguat 23, 1938, at whioh hearing no protests were heard againat this ohange; and

WHEREAS, the original petition was acoompanied by a written etdtoment 0of oon-
sent signed by eight adjoining and neighboring property owners; and

WHEREAS, this gro:ort is an unsubdivided traoct of land extending from
Guadalupe Street to Fruth Street, the frontage on Quadalupe Btreet being zoned to a

WHEREAS, the apgollnnt is petitioning for the extension of the "C" Commercial

WHEREAS, the Board has viewsd the promises and carefully ocnegldered the oondl-
tions lurrounaing the property and the trend of development, and otherwise oonsidered

“A" Residence Distriot to "0" Oommeroial Distriot and from First Hoight and Aroa
Distriot to Beoond Hoight and Area Distriot as it 1s deemed that the type of develep-
ment proposed being more residentlal in oharaoter than commeroial would net be cone
trary to the purpose and spirit of the ordinance, and further that the present depth
of oommeroial dietriots along highways and prinoipal thoroughfares is not of suffi-~
clent depth to permit developments of this type, therefore would preclude the use

of property for an otherwise legal and legitimate purpose.
